He further said 
that his father was 84 years of age; by 
profession an engineer; that he had been

Bishop was fatally wounded, Mul- 
ligan was shot in the shoulder and a 
negro ronvict, Albert Rnnsonic of Louis- 
ville, whon the desperadoes had pressed 
Into service, was hit by a rifle ball. 


The rioling started while .Brooks, Mul- 


ligan and Bishop, one of whom hadtA pis- 
tol concealed about his person; • were 
.coming out of -tho dining room »t .0 
o'clock this morning to answer it hos- 
pital call. Suddenly, one of the cbnvicta 
drew a weapon and compelled Guard A. 
H. Gill' to give up his •arms. 'Guard F. 
F. llur.u who rushed to Gill's assistance 
•wag also captured by the convicts. Cap- 
tain Mat ^^adigan,' acting 'wnr'de,n, then 
rushed 
forward with six guards and 


fired on the 
bunch, -but no one .was 


wounded. 


The couvicts then ran across the yard 


and at the entrance to the reed depart- 
ment of the ohiiir factory captured Chas. 
Willis, a foreman. They

with their pistols and placing him be-

giving the name of Thomas Kenny, hns 
been arrested here and lodged in the eity

Leaning against a monument on a 


grave at Mound cemetery an old man 
was found in a dying condition between 
the hours of"9 and 10 o'clock last night. 
The discovery was made by Anna and 
Agnes Holm, of Spring street, and Olga 
Petersen, of Clarence avenue. Immed- 
iately notice was phoned to the police 
office, the ambulance went out and Chief 
of Police Pfister, Fire Marshal James 
Cape and others lifted the man into the 
wagon. Strong fumes of carbolic acid 
was evidence that the man had' taken 
poison. With all possible haste he was 
conveyed -to St. Luke's hospital. Dr. 
Charles F. Brown was called and applied 
the stomach pump, but the unfortunate 
was too far gone and he soon died. 


There was considerable mystery as to 


who the man was. Books and other pa- 
pers found on his person revealed the 
name Eugene Morse, No. 816 Hamilton 
street; Curtis Hicks, No. 1821 Cold 
Spring avenue, Milwaukee, and .others. 
Eugene :Morse is a well:known plumber 
of the city. He was communicated with, 
came to the police office and.at :onee said 
that he believed the dead man was his 
father, iMerritt Morse,: and i the latter 
went to the.Porter Furniture;company, 
undertaking establishment and: positive- 
y identified the body, it. having been 
removed from the hospital to that place. 


It then developed: that Mr. Morse had 


entered tfie cemetery, laid down on the 
iprave of his wife, who passed away sev- 
en years ago, and took the carbolic acid 
with intention of ending his life. 


The son, Eugene, said it was no sur- 


prise to him,-for he had expected that 
sooner or later his father would commit 
suicide, having sent him notes intimat- 
ing 
as much on many occasions, and 


shortly after his wife died he took Paris 
Green, but was saved. He further said 
that his father was 64 years of age; by 
profession an engineer; that he had been 
a'resident of Racine for 
over, 'thirty 


ycare. Twelve of fourteen years-he was 
engineer at the Racine Hardware Manu- 
facturing company; at one time fireman 
of the tug boat Henry Sill, and had been 
employed in many factories of the Belle 
City and other towns. 


About seven years ago his wife died 


and the loss completely shattered his 
nerves. Since that time -le had never 
been himself. He was 
not contented 


anywhere, and although given a good 
home with Eugene he failed to remain. 
The liquor habit got hold of him and 
when under the influence he would write 
notes to the son, strongly intimating 
that he would bother no one longer and 
end his life and under these'conditions 
Eugar.e had been prepared for the worst.

Morse had been living at Milwaukee, 
sometimes with his son at that place 
and then with Curtis Hicks.

FRANKFORT, Ky., Aug. 20.—The of- 


, flcials of the state penitentiary and 
the 


citizens oi Frankfort were thrown into 


• a stats of wild excitement this morning 
by a riot iu the prison started by ' an 
attempt to gain -their liberty on the part 
of three desperate murderers, Lafayette 
Brooks of Morgan county, and Wallace 
Bishop and 
T. Mulligan, of Kenton 


county. Before the riot,' which began at 
6 o'clock and lasted,until "after 10, was 
quelled and the mutinuous convicts cap- 
tured, Bishop was fatally wounded, Mul- 
ligan was shot in the shoulder and a 
negro convict, Albert Bnnsome of Louis- 
ville, whom the desperadoes had pressed 
into service, was hit by a rifle ball 


The rioting started while Brooks, Mul- 


ligan and Bishop, one of whom haojA pis- 
tol concealed about- his person,"' were 
.coming out of "the dining room' at .0 
o'clock this morning to answer it hos- 
pital call. Suddenly one of the convicts 
drew a weapon and compelled Guard A 
H. GUI' to give up his -arms. iQu'a'rd F. 
F. lium who rushed to Gill's assistance 
was also captured by the convicts. Cap- 
tain Mat Madigan.' acting warden, then 
rushed forward 
with six guards' and 


fired on the bunch, but no one .was 
wounded.

The convicts then ran across the yard 


and at the entrance to the reed depart- 
ment of the chair factory captured Chas. 
Willis, a foreman. They 
covered him 


with their pistols and placing him be- 
tween them and 'the guards, retreated 
to the'rocker department in the chair 
factory, from whence they 
could com- 


mand a good view of the entire yard. At 
a window they 
stationed 
Willis 
and 


Brooks, with a revolver in his hand, took 
•a. position just beside the captive, resting 
the muzzle of the weapon on the fore- 
man's left side. 


The convicts then defied Warden Lil- 


lard to attempt to capture them, shout- 
ing that they would kill the foreman at 
the first move made against them. In 
a short time several 
hundred 
citizens, 


many of them heavily a'rmed, gathered 
at the prison gates, but the warden de- 
nied admission to all. He issued orders 
for all the shops to close and for all the 
prisoners 
to be returned at 
once to 


their cells. Then he placed a guard of 
sixty men around the building in which 
the desperadoes had barricaded them- 
selves and called on them to surrender. 
The convicts 'only reply was a taunt. 


for the protection oi Foreman Willis 


the warden then determined 
to-starve 


the 
desperadoes into 
submission. In 


about half an hour a note was dropper! 
from the window of the roof where the 
convicts had taken refuge, asking War- 
den Lillard and Deputy Warden Madi- 
gan to come up under a flag of truce 
. and deal with them. This demand- was 
ignored. Shortly after this James Buck- 
ley, former city workhouse keeper, and 
Morgan Brewer, a former guard at ti.e 
penitentiary, climbed, to the roof of a 
residence, overlooking the building in 
•which the convicts had taken refuge and 
fired several shots into the room where 
the desperadoes were intrenched.. 


They were.compelled to desist, how- 


ever, as Forman Willis was forced to the 
window in the line of fire. He called to 
•the men to stop shooting and informed 
them that a negro convict 
whom the 


desperadoes had forced into service had 
been shot in -the shoulder. At. 9 o'clock 
another note was dropped from the con- 
victs' window., offering to'surrender if 
the men were insured 
safe-delivery 
to 


the'cell house..' This request, was also 
ignored.-

The. convicts/askedvthit Captain Lil- 


lard and C-aptain .Madigan come in per- 
son to escort them, but. it was believed 
that this was merely a.ruse^ to kij' the 
officials.

Brooks of Bond county. The note stated 
that if the warden would come to the 


- head of the steps leading to' the reed de-. 
partment' the convicts would surrender, 
first sending their weapons"-down by 
Frank Brooks.

Warden Lillard prepared to'accept the 


ierms of their note and as a matter of 
precaution half 
a dozen guards 
were 


placed in the hospital overlooking the 
rsed department. Warden -Lillard ac- 
companied by eight men then proceeded 
to the foot of the stairway: Suddenly 
the crack of a Winchester was heard, 
showing that the notewas but a ruse.' 


"We got Bishop," shouted 'a guard. 


"He is dead."

• The prisoners had emerged:from . the 
seed room as they had promised, with 
•hands ;up,"but as they pr&eeeded - down 
the stairway, Bishop. dropped ..his hands 
to his side .as if to draw a, weapon.-; He 
had hardly made the motion.;When, ope

Bishop in the breast, infiicting'a 


fata! wound. When Bishop fell, Mulli- 
gan and Brooks 
sank to their knees, 


begging the warden to s-ave their lives, 
and by 10:30 o'clock the two bad men, 
heavily shackled and accompanied by ten 
men with drawn revolvers, were placed 
in their cells and quiet had been re- 
'stored. After the man had been secure- 
ly locked up it was discovered that Mul- 
ligan had been wounded in the shoulder, 
though not seriously hurt.

CUBA AXD THE CUBANS. 


The increasing deficiency in .the Cuba 


treasury is occasioning the gravest an 
xiety both among the C'iban officials an 
our own government. The cause of th 
deficiency evidently cuts no figure, it 
the undisputed fact -that is oi cons 
quence, and the shortage is growing wit 
every day now estimated at about a mi 
lion. The Cubans are to make a loan 
$35,000,000 but in view 
of the 
dcflc 


and the prospects of still further shor 
ages in the revenue, the question is whf 
is" our duty, and what our rights under ] 
the now famous Platt 
amendments. 


That the loan under the circumstances 
violates the spirit of these amendments 
can hardly be doubted, but the point 
probable turns upon the legal status of 
the amendments as they have not yet 
been incorporated in any treaty between 
ihe two governments. 


An extra session of congress is talked 


of that a treaty of reciprocity be made 
with Cuba and the matter of the bonds 
be taken care of. The accounts 
from 


Washington are to the effect that there 
is an intention of placing the status, so 
to speak, upon the treasury department, 


The talk of tariff revision coming out 


of the west is not receiving the sanction 
of the men of the east who set the fash- 
,on in Republican matters of faith, and 
indeed the 
reasons 
advanced 
against 


tariff revision are of some purpose. The 
president firmly opposes tariff revision 
as being inimicable to his interests, as 
well as 'being very unwise, as 
taking 


risks the country eannot now afford to 
take. It is declared 
prosperity is so 


firmly seated it cannot be disturbed, and 
the great collossal interests in iron and 
steel are doing such tremendous volumes 
of business, that it can be but a question 
of a little time before they will have 
caught up with the home demand and 
then will come in for a share of the 
world's trade. Now if the tariff comes 
in as a disturber and rates are cut and 
antitrust legislation enacted of a ques- 
tionable character, this prosperity will 
be seriously impaired,and in consequence 
the elements introduced that can only 
overcome Republicanism.
